The governor's speech pt the Al- 
ford plantation was an impromptu 
address, a delegation of c'tizens 
from that section driving dato 
Rome to have him attend this occa- 
sion at which great throngs of peo- 
ple had gathered from all sections 
of Floyd and Bartow eounties. The 
governor jumped upon a wagon_in 
the center of the great crowd, nine- 
tenths of whom were voters, and 
was introduced by Mr. Clarke, who 
was the manager of the festivities 
as one of the greatest and 1 con- 
structive executives Ge-«~'a has 
ever known. 

When a great shout went up, 
scores of the farmers assembled 
calling him “Hugh,” with an af- 
fection that was both inspiring and 
thrilling, it was quickly discovered 
that it was a Hugh Dorsev crowd 
from center to circumference, and 
a crowd including hundreds of the 
largest and most substantial rural] 
people in this‘section of Georgia. 

The governor threw himself full 
length into the subject without cer- 
emony. and without platitudes and 
demagoguery.

Fairburn, Ga.. August 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Seemingly overcome by the 
strenuous day in the hot, crowded 
courtroom, Mrs. Catherine F. Brad- 
street became fl! ag 3:30 o'clock this 
afternoon and the court deemed it 
necessary to adjourn her trial until 
8 o'clock Thursday morning. Mrs. 
Bradstreet was being tried for com- 
Plicity with Willlam B. Green*in 
the embezzlement of approximately 
$100,000 belonging to the Fairburn 
Banking company. 
The breakdown of Mrs. Bradstreet 
occurred just after the testimony of 
M. R. Redwine, of Fairburn. who 
had said that he had frequently 
seen Mrs. Bradstreet and Green to- 
gether. At the same time, also, the 
famous “Kitty” jetter, alleged to 
have been written to Mrs. Brad- 
street by Green and headed with 
the salutation, “My darling wifey,” 
was introduced as documentary evi- 
dence, 

Interest on Increase. 
Interest in the trial of the yom- 
an principal seemed higher, even, 
than that which had appeared in 
the trial of Green last March which 
resulted in his conviction. The aft- 
ernoon crowd, which packed the 
emall courtroom to an overflow- 
ing capacity, and rendered proper 
ventilation or moving about absolu- 
tely impossible, was more largely 
composed of women than’ the morn- 
ing attendance had been. 

After the recess was called by 
Judge John B. Hutcheson, of the 
Stone Mountain diveat. presiding, 
and seeing the impossibility of go- 
ing immediately out of thecourt- 
room, Mrs. Bradstreet retired tem- 
porarily.to an aente-room. from 
Which she went to her cell a few 
minutes later accompanied by her 
mother and father, Mr. and Mrs. A. 
P. Queen, and an attending phy- 
sician. Mrs. Bradstreet ‘was ap- 
parently unable to walk  unsup- 
ported, and leaned heavily on the 
arm of her father. 

Old citizens of the town say that 
there has never been so active an 
interest in any previous case tried : 
there. Several times the sheriff 
and county officials were forced to 
warn the people egainst stirring 
about too much in the rodm, as they 
said the courtroom. which is on the 
second floor, was in dd@nger of col- 
lapsing.

W. Vaughn Crowley, cashier of 
the Citizens and Southern Bank, tes- 
tified that Green opened an account 
for the defendant in that ‘*’anta 
bank. The witness said that Green 
agreed to vouch for checks of Mrs. 
Bradstreet on the Fairburn bank.

Bradstreet with the J. P. Allen oom- 
pany were reviewed in testimony 
given by John Byington, head of the 
credit department of that large de- 
partment store.

asm. 

Suffragists are determined that 
Tennessee shall be the thirty-sixth 
state to ratify, making the amend- 
ment effective and permitting worn- 
en throughout the country to vote 


in the general elections in Novem- | 


ber and every, parliamentary ad- 
Vantaze won + the suffrage forces. 
was greetéd with ringing cheers. 
“Tennessee, a Perfect Thirty-six,” 
is the slogan proposed by the suf- 
fragists when the decks are finally 
cleared for action and debate on 
the resolution begins in the senate 
and. house.

The joint ratification resolution 
in each house was referretl today 
to the committees on constitutional 
conventions and amendments, and 
it was announced that a joint hear- 
ing would be conducted tomorrow 
night at which probably the only 
limitation as to argument would 
be the length of time granted each 
speaker.

Washington, August 11.—(By The 
Associated Press.)-—Poland, its 
back to the wall in its fight against 
soviet Russia, will ask immediate 
material aid of the United States, 
it was announced today by Prince 
Ludormirski,, the Polish minister.

Simultaneous with thé minister's 
announcement, the legation made 
public a proclamation issued by the 
Polish council wf \national defense 
at Warsaw, warthing the nations 
that a “new wofld war hangs-over 
the world” and -that if Poland 
should be crushed by the bolsheviki 
it would be dueto “the indifference 
of a world which calls itself demo- 
cratic.”

Success of Compensation 
Act Comes as Surprise 


‘BITTER FIGHT WAGED 


Even to Its Friends. Now | 


Goes to Governor. | Plans to Impeach State 


One of the features of last night's 
session of the house, and a develop- 
ment that came as a big surprise to 
even jts friends in that body, was 
the passage of the workmen’s com- 
pensation act, a bill that has been 
probably as widely discussed dur- 
ing the present session of the legis- 
lature as any other one bit of pro- 
posed legislation. 

The bill, which was originally in- 
troduced in the senate by Senator 
Bowden,of the fifth, provides com- 
pulsory liability insurance for work- 
ers in certain Georgia manufactu- 
ries, and it was approved by the 
house by a vote of 120 to 27. 

It was one of the very first meas- 
ures to come before the night ses- 
sion of the house, and the reading 
of the first few paragraphs of its 
approximate half hundred pages 
was the signal for a number of sug- 
gestions by which the house could 
avoid waste of time. 

The speaker ruled, however, that 
the bill must follow(iihe prescribed 
Procedure and be readWfor the third 
time before action, and this took 
approximately forty minutes. 

Carawell Opens Fight. 

Mr. Carswell, of Wilkinson, open- 
ed the argument for the measure, 
and his opening remarks showed 
that even its staunchest supporters 
had little. hope of its passage. Mr. 
Carswell stated that he knew that 
the house was not in a receptive 
mood for weighty legislation as the 
compensation act, but he appealed 
for the earnest consideration of all 
members. 

Mr. Pace, of Sumter, offered three 
amendments, which would render 
the law inapplicable when injuries 
result from negligence of the ém- 
ployee; which would direct that in- 
Surance of single men go to their 
estate subject to suit of creditors; 
and which would make the law ex- 
isting at that time applicable when 
employer and employee have not 
agreed to the provisions of the act.

Will Be Worse Next Year|

Washington, August 11.—The worst 
is yet to come to the public and 
private schools from the shortage ol 
teachers throughout the country. 
The situation was bad last year, but 
it is much more alarming, in my 
judgment, for the school year which 
opens in September. 

Last year 42,000 teaching posi- 
tions were filled by teachers who 
did not Id even the lowest grade 
of certificate in order to keep the 
schools going at all, and 18,000 
teaching positions were vacant dur- 
ing the entire year. 

I base the prediction that the sit- 
uation will be worse on the follow: 
ing facts: 

1. The note of alarm in letters 
from country superintendents and 
village principals. 

2. The unusual migration of 
teachers from places where salaries 
are low to cities where salaries are 


higher, as shown by the records ol 
teachers ‘agencies. 

3. The output of graduates of 
teacher training institutions for last 
year being far below the normal 
output of these institutions. 

4. Fewer ofthe war workers have 
returned to the work of teaching 


than expected.

Bankston would have the public be- 
lieve that he succeeded his father 
as a member of the commission, 
whereas it was eleven years after 
his father’s term as commissioner 
that he was appointed on the com- 
missicn. 

“It is generally known through- 
out the state,” said Mr. Trammell, 
“that I am a eandidate for re- 
election. My entrance fee was paid 
some weeks ago, and I shall wage 
an active campaign, which has al- 
ways been my idea of the conduct 
of any campaign, regardless of the 
weakness of opposition. 

“Mr. Bankston bases his claim to 
the office in the main on the ground 
that the western’ section of the 
State should have representation on 
the commission, leaving the impres- 
sion that his particular section has 
seldom furnished a member of the 
commission. In recalling the names 
of many distinguished men from his 
section who have served on the 
commission, it is, perhaps, true trat 
no other section of the state has 
furnished so many as that of Mr. 
Bankston’s. 

“The late Governor James MM. 
Smith was the first chairman of the 
commission, later “the Hon, J. 
Gunbv Jordan, who was twice a

Senator Knox, of Pennsylvania, 
affirms: “The ecourt’s (Supreme 
court of the United States) ruling 
makes it.a legislative issue.

She has occupied Salongjca, Adri- 
anople and Smyrna, in recent times. 
The arrival at Constantinople in a 
brief period is already forecast by 
French as well as Italian observers, 
who see British policy thus outlined. 
Nitti preferred to sacrifice Italian 
hopes of territorial expansion for 
the solid advantages of British 
friendship expressed in coal and 
iron. But Nitti is gone, Giolitti has 
returned and Italian policy has tak- 
en a new turn. 

The worst of the new crisis in al- 
lied relations arises from the fact

COX TODAY MAKES 
FIRST STUMP TALK

Address at Camp Perry, 
Ohio, Will Be First in 
National Campaign—To 
Try Out Marksmanship. 


Columbus, Ohio, August 11.— 
Governor Cox came here today from 
Dayton and mapped out the address 
he will make tomorrow at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, the first speech ofthe 
democratic presidential candidate in 
the nation-wide campaign he has 
decided to pursue. 

The part the national guard and 
other citizen soldiers played in the 
war is to be the maintheme of to- 
morrow’s address, in presenting the 
Ohio ‘governor's cup to the winner 
of the national rifle shooting com- 
petition at Camp Perry.

Because of road conditions, Gov- 
ernor Cox today abandoned his plan 
of motoring from Columbus to Camp 
Perry, about 125 miles, and iIinci- 
dentally, prevented a meeting of the 
democratic and republican presi- 
tlential standard bearers. The gov- 
ernor said he had planned to call on 
Senator Harding at Marion, which is 
on the automobile route to Camp 
Perry. Instead of the motor tour, 
the governor will leave here tomor- 
10w at 11 o'clock by rail for Toledo, 
motoring from there to Camp Perry. 
tie will speak about 5 o’clock and, 
after dinner at camp, will return to 
Toledo and take a midnight train 
due here early Friday morning. 

Governor Cox late today received 
word by long-distance telephone 
from Governor Roberts, of Tennes- 
see, that it appeared probable that 
the Tennessee legislature © would 
ratify the federal woman suffrage 
amendment. Governor Roberts said 
a favorable vote in both branches 
of the Jegislature next Friday was 
in prospect, in view of the test of 
‘Strength today between suffrage and 
opposition forces.

London, August 11.—“I mean to 
press my fright to visit Ireland, by 
every means in my powers,” said 
Archbishop Daniel’ Mannix, the Aus- 
tralian Catholic prelate, in an inter- 
view granted here Tuesda~ night, 
his first lengthy statement since he 
was arrested and taken off the 
steamship Baltic Monday and land- 
ed from a British destroyer at Pen- 


zance, England. 

“Whatever statements I made in 
the United States,” he continued, 
“regarding the relations between 
Great Britain and Ireland, were 
well deServed. I stand by every 
Syllable. The British government 
- considers that I should not: come 
into contact with any Irish centers 
in Europe, but I do not consider 
it my duty to follow the govern- 
ment's plans. 

“Since the battle of Jutland the 
British navy had scored no success 
comparable to chasing the Baltic 
out of Irish waters and capturing 
‘me without the loss of a single 
sailor. I have received no consid- 
eration from the government and 
did not expect any.” 

Seekina Legal Advice. 

The archbishop is stopping at the 
Nazareth academy in Hammersmith, 
a district of London. He said he 
was seeking legal advice as to the 
government’s rights in excluding 
an Australian citizen fr Ireland. 
Personally, he explained,. he does 
not consider himself bound by the 
government's orders “any more 
than by the shah of Persia’s.”” Hows 
ever, he said he would not defy au- | 
thority until advised by his counsel | 
to do so. 


“The whole matter is a political } 


one,” said Archbishop Mannix. “and 
it.is due to the reséntment of Pre- 
mier Hughes, of Asgtatralia, because 
of my opposition his conscrip- 
tion campaign during the war.

Japan Behind Terror Reign 
In Russia, Says Maj. Hazzard

Tacoma,, Wash., August 11.—That 
Japan is behind the reign of ter- 
ror in Russia and Siberia 
message Major G. Hazzard 
brings back with him from _ the 
scene of the collapse of the all-Rus- 
sian regime. Furthermore, he states 
that Japan is financing and in many 
cases supporting in every possible 
manner the Russian bolsheviki of 

today. 

Major Hazzard has just returned 
from 33 months in the interior of 
Siberia. Although his statement 
may be regarded as improbable by 
some—and he admits himself that 
such an attitude might be taken 
because of stories, contrary to the 
facts, appearing recently in the 
American press—still, it is. inter- 
esting to know what a man so well 
informed has to say. 

As an American engineer attached 
to the Russian army Major Hazzar‘i 
has had much time to study their 
methods and his descriptions of sit- 
uations as well as his excellent 
knowledge of locations form an at- 
tractive narrative for the most war- 
weary listener. 

Backed by Japs. 

“The Japs are unquestionably, to 
my mind, the -entire bolshevistit 
party in Russia and Siberia today,” 
Major Hazzard declared in his in- 
terview with me. “They are directly 
responsible for all. the troubles in 
Manchuria. They are keeping those 
states at present in an uproar and 
turmoil. You will remember the 
great massacre of Nuhnu last April. 
It was all brought on by Japanese 
who kept oing something antago- 
nistic to the Russians until the poor 
people could not bear it any longer, 
and rose up in great wrath against 
them. 1 wasin Irkutsk at that time. 
On April 4 and 5 I saw hundreds of 
dead lying all about the streets. It 
was aS much a man’s life was 
worth to go about at that time. The 
Japanese were ambushed every- 
where, 

“Siberia, as far east as Irkutsk, is 
under soviet rule at present. There 
is a small section in lower Baku 
Which is under Semenoff. He is 
nothing more than a despictable 
bandit and, if it weren’t for the 
Japanese, he could not stand for 
more than 24hours. They have been 
supporting and financing his little 
reign of terror. From Baku to 
Viadivostok ae the social revolution- 
ists or Zamestoco, as they often 
are called.

“There is but one way of ever 
solving the Russian situation. A 
forceful blockade by all the civilized 
world should be put into effect im- 


mediately. This blockade would 


really benefit the Russian people. It 
would force the people back to the 
soil. It would force industry into 
operation once more. Russia is the 
greatest self-producing country in 
the world, but the soviet will not 
recognize the fact. If Russia could 
but progress she could be depend- 
ent upon herself alone.”

Toledo, Ohio, August 11.—

For the second day in succession, 
Bobby and Vardon drew the gallery, 
and this, despite the fact that the 
national champion, Walter Hagen, 
was in actiOn at the same time. 

The sentiment is prodigiously pro- 
Bobby. “Oh, wouldn’t it be simply 
splendid if that child were to beat 
Mr. Vardon?” ejaculated a sweet 
young thing, attired in an apple- 
green frock, of sufficiently meager 
proportions to cause more than one 
young man to temporarily lose in- 
terest in the raging battle.

On the 
night of March 6, Dunn announced 
that there would be a game on the 
next morning, and he told me that I 
was to go in-at shortstop for the 
Yannigans. That was the time [| 
thanked,my stars for Brother Mat- 
thias’ training at every position on 
a ball team. I had wanted to spe- 
cialize in pitching and catching, and 
would not have known how to play 
short if I’d not been compelled to 
play them all at Saint Mary’s. I 
speared everything that came my 
way that day. My first time at bat 
I was determined to show them that 
I could hit a homer off a regular 
league pitcher. I dug my spikes in 
the dirt, watching the ball sailing up 
the path and swung. There was no 
telling where the ball went. As 
soon asl hitand felt the blow sing- 
ing up the bat, I tore around the 
bags and scored easily. The ball 
had gone into a cornfield way over 
the center fielder’s head. Later on 
inthe game, I pitched an inning— 
Dunn was trying me out for fair. 
Weill, 1 wasn’t any Walter John- 
son, butthey didn’tscore any more 
runs on me. 

After that game I noticed that the 
regulars were more friendly to me 
than they had been. Apparently they 
had been hearing some comments by 
Jack Dunn. 

Within a few days, Dunn gave me 
a place on the regular squad and, 
When he arranged an exhibition 
game with Connle Mack’s World 
Champion Athletics at Wilmington, 
N. C., he told me I uld start the 
session in the bog Pee, I was go- 
ing to work agamst the team that 
turned back the Giants in the fall 
of 1913! The first three men up 
were Eddie Murphy, Rube Oldring 
and Eddie Collins. They swung and 
went back to the bench in order. 
We scored a run in our half; the 
Athletics tied in the second, and 
went out in front in the third. But 
in our half of the third we tied it 
up again and, for the remaining six 
sessons, I held them without a 
Score. We won, 6 to 2. 

I had won my first game against 
a big league club! 

We were a mighty happy lot when 
Wwe went back to Baltimore with 
the cluband the right to wear that 
“Baltimore” on the chest, I was the 
happiest of all. To me it meant that 
my days in Saint Mary’s were 
ended, and although I loved the old 
school, I was impatient to be get- 
ting on in the world. I had cut out 
for myself a career in baseball and 
was determined to see it through. 

Dunn had decided to use me as a 

pitcher, and we worked into the 
season with my name on the regular 
roster asa moundsman. As a home- 
run hitter, [ hadn’t lived up to the 
performances of my school days, 
perhaps, butit must be remembered 
that I had been working against the 
best twirlers in the world, whereas, 
my school-day home runs had been 
made off the delivery of youngsters 
like myself. 
On July 3 I pitched a morning 
Same for the Orioles, and in the 
afternoon I asked Jack Dunn—yes, 
Icalled him Jack then—for permis- 
sion to beat it away from the after- 
noon game, I was very anxious to 
go, and Dunn evidently noticed 
this, so he asked me what was on 
my mind. I said to him, “Oh, I’m 
just going toold Saint Mary’s to see 
the boys and play a little ball.” 

It ssemed mighty fine to get back 
to the old place. [| felt as if JT’a 
been away for years, and wanted to 
hear how things had been going on 
the “big team.” The fellows asked 
me all sorts of questions about play- 
ing ball in the league, so one of the 
Brothers arranged for me to make 
my first speech. AS a speech this 
was a foul ball; I hadn’t any swing 
at all, but the boys were decent to 
me, so I told them how the profes- 
sional ball players took care of 
themselves physically, and _ that 
sort of thing. I had cut out smok- 
ing for a couple of months because 
One of the Brothers had asked me 
to. I thought it was a good thing 
for the example it showed the little 
fellows. I talked to them about 
basebal as a profession, and I guess 
their eyes popped out when I told 
them that I was then getting $1,800 
a year! I know my mine popped 
out when Jack Dunn gave it to me. 
You see, he started me off at $600 a 
year when the regulamleague sea- 
son began. At the end of the first 
month, he doubled the figure. and a 
month later came across with an- 
other boost of $600. Remember, that 
[ was a rookie and glad to be play- 
ing at all. I didn’t have to ask for 
these jumps. Of course, this isn’t 
big money in the big leagues, but at 
the time it was a lucky rookie who 
could get $1,800 a season. And I 
was only 19 years old.

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sensational testimony in the trial 
to Green’s Atlanta visits to Mrs. 
Bradstreet, and his alleged posing 
as “Dr. Jack Svalding.” next took 
the stand and repeated her story. 
Mrs. Bradstreet laughed heartily 
throughout Mrs. Patterson’s testi- 
mony regarding the automobiles 
bought for the defendant by “Dr. 
Jack” and their visits to Camp 
Gordon to see Mrs. Bradstreet’s hus- 
band. 

Mrs. Patterson told of a night 
when she tried to get Dr. Spalding 


from Fairburn to attend Mrs. Brad- 
street on a night when she was “at- 
tacked by 14 hard spasms,” and was 
told by the Fairburn telephone op- 
erator that there was no such doc- 
tor in Fairburn. The witness told 
again of the “beautiful pink ki- 
mona, embroidered with apple blos- 
soms and storks.” Handsome bou- 
yguets, chrysanthemums, carnations 
and roses; and a “standing order 
at Dahl's” were also catalogued by 
Mrs. Patterson as being given to 
Mrs. Bradstreet. A packet of bil!s. 
amounting to $1,200 was mentioned 
by the witness as being shown her 
by the defendant, who said she was 
“going to do some shopping.” 
Storks and Apple Blossoms. 

“How many storks were on that 
Kimona?”’ asked Judge Hill. 

“I don’t know,” answered the wit- 
ness. 

“How many apple blossoms?” 

“I don’t know.” 

“How many spasms did she have?” 

“Fourteen one night and seven the 
next.” 

Lieutenant Bob Waggoner, of the 
Atlanta detective force, said that 
Mrs. Bradstreet admitted, on the 
night of her arrest, that Green had 
hought her five automobiles, much 
fine clothing and given her many 
checks for large amounts, 

The next witness for the state 
was W. T. Gloer, of the Pinkerton 
Detective agency, who said that the 
defendant admitted, on the night of 
her arrest, that Green had given her 
between $40,000 and $60,000. Mr. 
Gloer also gave an_é itemization, 
which, he said, Mrs. Braastreet dic- 
tated to him, accounting for much 
of the money. The detective said 
that Mrs. Bradstreet’s itemization 
stopped abruptly when W. QO. 
Stamps, Jr., Knocked on the door of 
her room in the hotel, where the 
interview was said to have been 
held. Detective Sturdevant, of the 
Atlanta force, corroborated the tes- 
timony of the preceding witnesses. 

W. O. Martin, who was. special 
auditor of the pank’s books after 
the first last October, next took the 
stand, testifying as to the condi- 
tion of the bank when he examined 
its books. Mr. Martin said that the 
book known as “the state of bank,’ 
which he said was very important 
in determining the banks’ status, 
was practically destroyed in the 
fire. He said that the handwriting 
on the remnants of the book was 
that of Green. He also testified as 
to erroneous entries made on books 
of the bank by Green. 

Various checks, deposit certifi- 
cates and other documentary evi- 
dence were identified and _ their 
markings explained in the testimony 
of Mr. Martin, tending to show that 

Green had juggled the accounts of 
the bank in various fashion. 

George Edmondson, cashier of 
the Fairburn Banking company, was 
repeatedly called to the stand to 
substantia evidence relating to 
financia] affairs of the bank. 

Roby Redwine, of Fairburn, a dl- 
rector of the bank, told that he 
had been introduced to the woman 
principal by Green, and that he had 
warned Green of the “talk about 
town” of his “running around with 
this Atlanta woman.” 

Mrs. Bradstreet sobbed silently for 
a few minutes during Mr. Redwine’s 
testimony. apparently overcome. by 
the hard strain of the day. Fearing 
that the defendant was about to be 
overcome by the stuffy, hot at- 
mosphere of the cramped quarters 
of the court, Judge Hutcheson ac- 
ceded to the request of the fefense 
that the crowd be made, to stand 
back away from the rail behind 
the defense counsel's table, so that 
fresh air could circulate. An elec- 
tric fan was secured and turned 
on to alleviate the condition. 

These steps having been taken, 
Mr. Redwine continued with testi-

The selection of a jury began at 
10:20, and, after one juror, Ww. 
Hudgens, had been chosen, the de- 
fense objected on the ground that 
the jurors were not being asked 
whether or not they were depositors 
in the bank, saying that this made 
them interested in the financial af- 
fairs of the institution and, there- 
fore, should disqualify them. 

Judge Hutcheson ruled that this 
Was not sufficient reason for dis- 
qualification, but Judge Hill, for 
the defense, entered a blanket ob- 
jection on all jurors who were de- 
positors of the bank.

During a recess in the selection of 
a jury Attorney Oscar Parker, of 
Fairburn, rose to announce that the 
courthouse had once cracked under 
the strain of too heavy a load, and 
that it was probably in the same 
danger at present unless the tre- 
mendous congestion in the aisle 
was relieved by a more or less im- 
mediate but gradual exodus.

Mrs. Bradstreet, upon hearing the 
witness state that Green paid for 
the “second diamond bracelet,” be- 
came agitated, and bent over to 
Judge Hill, her counsel, evidently 
protesting against the testimony. 

Attorney Harrison was forced to 
check Mrs. Bradstreet’s enthusiasm 
in attempting to assist Judge Hill's 
cross-examination of the witness. 

Mr. Bonebrake testified, on cross- 
examination, that he ‘was automo- 
bile riding with Mr. and Mrs.

Mrs. Bradstreet’s attitude during 
the examination of the state’s wit- 
nesses was constantly defiant, and 
She sneered frequently at the 
statements made, repeatedly 
prompting her counsel.

In the afternoon’ session the 
house considered and passed, by a 
vote of 98 to 0, the bill of Senator 
Fowler, of the 22d, raising the re- 
quired loss reserve of casualty and 
accident insurance companies from 
55 per cent to 60 per cent. Mr. 
Strozier, of Bibb, sponsored the bill 
in the house. and it met with lit- 
tle opposition. 

The house also passed as amend- 
ed the bill to regulate banking, in- 
troduced in the senate by senator 
Duncan, of the Thirty-sixth. The 
bill, amended by them so as to re- 
quire directors of banks to put up 
cOllateral for loans negotiated upon 
their own banks, was sponsored by 
Mr. Carswell, of Wilkinson, and 
Mr. Lasseter, of Dooly. 

A relatively unimportant amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Barnes, of 
Bibb,’ was killed, and an amend- 
ment by Mr. Carswell, of Wilkin- 
son, to allow banks to loan 30 per 
cent of their combined capital stock, 
unimpaired surplus and undivided 
profits, was adopted by a vote of 
102 to 11. 

Mr. Rogers, of Elbert, offered an 
amendment aimed at the exchange 
Clause of the original bill, which 
fuiled to secure the necessary ma- 
jority of votes, and the house then 
proceeded to pass the banking bill 
as amended by a vote of 99 to 5. the 
bill being immediately transmitted 
to the senate for that body's ac- 
tion upon the house amendments. 

Taking up on its regular calendar 
Wednesday morning, the Senate 
constitutional amendment providing 
for salary increases for judges of 
the supreme court, court of appeals 
and for superior court judges of the 
state, the house passed the measure 
by a vote of 136 to 32 

This bill, originating in the sen- 
ate, which provided in the original 
measure for the payment of $38,000 
per year for judges of the supreme 
court and the court of appeals, and 
$6,000 a year for superior court 
judges. It was passed in the house 
by a committee substitute, provid- 
ing for salaries of the judges of the 
higher courts at $7,000 per annum 
and for superior court judges of 
$5,000 FP yaode 

The bill provided also that in the 
Seven big counties that county com- 
missioners or other administrative 
officers may supplement the sala- 
ries of superior court judges, mak- 
ing the total $6,000 a vear. An 
amendment by Mr. Niell, of Musco- 
gee, however, exempted his county, 
which is one of the seven big ones, 
from paying the additional $1,000. 
The bill also provided that Fulton 
county should supplement the sal- 
ary of the judge of the Stone Moun- 
tain circuit, should he be required 
to sit in this county. 

The iggeee ow as first written, 
provided that the seven big coun- 
ties—Fulton, Chatham, Muscogee, 
Floyd, Clarke, Bibb and Sumter— 
“shall” supplement the salaries of 
the judges, making them $6,000, but 
this was amended by Mr. Pace of 
Sumter, who substituted the word 
“may” before supplement. 

For and Against Bill, 

Speaking for the bill were Messrs. 
Covington of Colquitt, Smith of 
Fulton and Pace of Sumter, while 
Mr. Johnson ef Bartow and Mr. 
Saupe of Atkinson spoke against 


i 

ge its passage, with a margin 
of on'y 6 votes, the bill was return- 
ed immediately to the senate with 
its house amendments. 

A bill designed to relfeve the Iin- 
dex Printing company from being 
bound by the exercise of an option 
by the state for renewing a con- 
tract to print court reports and 
other legal documents, was passed. 
The edvocates of this bill declared 
that to force the printing company 
to renew its contract would cause 
it a severe financial loss. 

A bill by Senator Brooks, of the 
thirteenth, which was sponsored by 
Mr. Sweat, of Ware, seeking to in- 
crease the pensions of old soldiers 
covering a four-year period, was 
also passed. 

This bill provides for an increase 
of $25 a year for soldiers receiving 
more than $90 a year, and an in- 
crease of $15 for those receiving un- 
der $90 a year. It is anticir>nated that 
no pension shall total, under this 
increase measure, More than $240 
ayear. It is provided that the bill 
shall go into effect upon the first 
of January, 1921. remaining in force 
four years, and it is also antici- 
pated that the measure will put but 
little. if any. added burden upon 
the state, because of deaths con- 
stant occurring in the ranks of the 
pensioners. 

Mr. Sweat, of Ware, made an elo- 


measure, which passed by 112 to 0. 


came to a vote. Representative 
Johnson insisting that his resolu- 
tion postponing the matter to the 
next session was a privilege reso- 
lution, which took precedence. In 
this he was sustained by the speak- 
fer, and when the Johnson resolu- 
tion was put to the house it car- 
ried without a dissentine vote. 


Impeachment Threatened. 
Four red-hot meetings of the 


rules committee of the house held 
at different periods of the day 
Wednesday finally resulted in 
blocking action on the Williams 
resolutions and the report at this 
session on Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, 
in so far as the rules committee 
had power to block it. Mr. Knight, 
of Berried, who was passionate in 
his dem&nds for action to be taken 
by the house, and who left the com- 
mittee meeting several times in an- 
ger only to be called back. by more 
pacific members. 

Mr. Williams, of Worth, author of 
the resolution instructing the com- 
missioner of agriculture to dismiss 
from office Dr. Bahnsen, changed 
his method of warfare Wednesday 
afternoon when the rules commit- 
tee refused to put the resolution on 
the calendar and determined to 
bring impeachment proceedings in- 
stead. The introduction of an iIm- 
peachment resolution would have 
resulted in prolonging the session 
until the impeachment trial could 
be held by the senate. The con- 
stitution provides that, when im- 
peachments are pending, the ses- 
sions shall be continued after the 
fifty-day limit until they are con- 
cluded. 

Why He Changed Methods. 

Mr. Williams said that he deter- 
mined on this course when he saw 
that the rules committee had de- 
layed action on his resolution until 
a filibuster could prevent action 
at this session and also on account 
of legal objections that had been 
raised to it. 

The first session of the rules com- 
mittee was at 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, at which time the Williams 
resolution and Bahnsen report were 


referred to a subcommittee of three 
which was instructed to report at 
a meeting to be held at ?°"" lock, 
just before the afternoon session of 
the house. The subcommittee re- 
ported unanimously as follows: 

‘‘First, That it was not the function of 
the house committee on rules to advise the 
house as to its action on this or apy other 
matter. 

“Second, That the Williams resolution 
and wajority and minority reports of the 
joint committee of the house and senate, 
now pending in the committee on pules, 
was of sufficient importance and delicacy 
to warrant their being placed on the after- 
noon calendar, and we so recommend.’’ 

Notwithstanding the unanimous 
report of the subcommittee, the 
whole committee at its first after- 
non session decided agatnst intro- 
duction of the Bahnsen matter by 
a vote of 13 to 9. 

It was then that Mr. Williams 
decided on impeachment instead of 
his first resolution and he drew 
his impeachment resolution which 
he submitted to the speaker after 
the house met for the afternoon 
session. The speaker told him that 
it would be necessary to call a 
meeting of the rules committee to 
recommend a change in the order 
of business before the resolution 
could be offered. He accordingly 
called a meeting of the rules com- 
mittee at once, the same being the 
third of the day on the Bahnsen 
matter. 


Milner tn the Chair. 


speaker called Speaker Pro 
Tem. Milner to the chair and left 
the room to attend the meeting, 
which resulted In another prolonged 
debate, after which members of the 
Supreme court were consulted as to 
the legality of the impeachment 
resolution. This left Mr. Milner 
in the chair for a good portion of 
the afternoon session and up to 


the time that the movement was 
started to force a 6 o'clock sine die 
adjournment. The disorder became 
80 great shortly after this out- 
break and so many fine points of 
order were made that the speaker 
Was compelled to return to the 
chair. 

As one of the results of the aft- 
ernoon filibuster, several members 
of the rules committee relented on 
the previous position they had taken 
on the original Williams resolution 
and a fourth meeting of the com- 
mittee was called for further ac- 
tion. During the session of the com- 
mittee, the house took advantage of 
the absence of its members to ad- 
journ for the afternoon. 

At this time Mr. Williams ap- 
peared before the committee and 
insisted that it amend the order of 
business so as to allow the intro- 
detion of his impeachment resolu- 
tion. It would be useless, he said, 
to pregent his) original resolution 
at this late stage of the game when 
no time would be allowed for the 
consideration of it. 

Meeting a Heated One. 

This meeting proved the most 
heated of the four held Wednesday 
and the one held Tuésday afternoon 
on the: Bahnsen matter. Charges 
and counter charges were exchanged 
between Members of the committee 
and geveral times Mr. Knight, of 
Berrien, who persistently demand- 
ed action on the Bahnsen matter, 
left the committee room in-a rage 
and was followed out..by members 


who persuaded him to return. Ev- 
ery precaution was taken to keep 
the meetings of the committee ex- 
ecutive, but some members insisted 
that the people had a right to know 
what position they had taken on the 
matter. .. 

It was urged in opposition to the 
introduction of the impeachment 
resolution that it was an unheard- 
of thing to bring impeachment pro- 
ceedings against the holder of a 
minor office, not elected by .the 
people, and that the prolongation 
of the session to try the impeach- 
ment would cost the state $39,000, 
It was also urged on behalf-of Dr. 
Bahnsen, that there was not time 
for a fair hearing to be given him 
at this session, before the evidence 
had been transcribed and with no 
possibility of the houses being able 
to read and digest it, if it could be 
presented. 

One of the members of the rules 

committee, Judge Covington, o 
Colquitt, said, after the meeting. 
that he could not divulge the posi- 
tions taken by other members, but 
that he wanted his position in the 
matter to be known. He did not 
believe that a committee had any 
right to'‘suppress action by the 
house in the light of the majority 
report of the investigating commit- 
tee submitted to it. 
. Regardless of the merits of the 
case for and against Dr. Bahnsen, 
there was no doubt of the activity 
of his friends in bringing about the 
suppression of the matter. Every 
influence that could be brought to 
bear was imposed, and _ friends of 
the veterinarian from all sections 
of the state were busy all day long 
interviewing members of the com- 
mittee. Dr. Bahnsen himself and 
his attorney, Joseph E. Pottle, of 
Milledgeville. waited outside the 
committee room while the commit- 
tee was in session.

MONEY MEASURES 
PASSED IN SENATE 


Upper House Agrees to 
Cuts Made by Committee 
and Then Sends Bills 
Backto Representatives. 


Standing by the reports of the 
senate appropriation committes 
which cut the institution mainte- 
nance bills of the house about 20per 
cent, the senate at an early hour 
Thursday morning passed all except 
one of these bills, as amended. 

In doing this the possibility of a 
tie-up on the bills due to a filibus» 
ter on the part of the income tax 
faction of the senate which had 
been threatened in the afternoon 
was éliminated. This faction, led 
by Senator H. H. ‘Elders, of the sec- 
ond, had threatened to do all in 
their power to prevent the passage 
of the appropriations. 

Senator Elders began his fight 
in earnest when the first of the 
bills, a measure by Mr. Carswell of 
Wilkinson, to grant $475,000 to the 
payment of the increases in confed- 
erate pensions, came up. He stated 
that, as the senate had killed the 
income tax bill which would be the 
only way_in which to meet these 
appropriations, he would do his 
best to defeat every one of the ap- 
propriation increases. 

Senators Allen of the thirty-fifth 
and Barrett of the thirty-first, 
speaking in opposition, urged the 
Senate to carry out the program cf 
of the appropriation committee. 
Ivan Allen, as chairman of the ap- 
propriation committee, took the 
floor to explain his position. 

“The house has sent us bills in- 
creasing apropriations to the insti- 
tutions of the state by about $1,500,- 
000. Evéry one of these institutions 
needs every cent of this money, but 
we cannot let these bills go by 
without Some considerable reduc- 
tion. By this 20 per cent cut we 
will reduce the financial hole that 
the state will be put into about 
$200,000. It is inevitable that the 
revenue be exceeded to some degree, 
and this is as close as we can hold 
this debt.” 

On the vote on the confederate 
veterans’ appropriation it was seen 
that the appropriativn committee 
had won its fight, as it passed by 
37 to 5. 

The rest of the bills went through 
as the committee had recommended, 
with the exception of the state san- 
itarium bill of $300,000 increase, 
which was passed without amend- 
mene The.committee amendment 
cutting it to $275,000 was killed 
upon the motion of Senator Ennis. 

Increases in Pensions. 

The business before the senate 
when it adjourned in the  af- 
ternoon for the recess Was 
the house bill appropriating 
$50,000 to pay the increases which 
have been made in the pensions to 
confederate veterans. ‘The senaie 
appropriation committee had recom- 
mended the. bill to pass. 

A large part.ot the time of the 
afternoon session was taken up in 
the debate which was precipitated 
byAhe chiropractic bill of the house, 
which was finally killed by a 26 to 
20 vote after tmumerous avempts 
had been made to amend it. 

The bill created a board of chi- 
ropractic examiners for the state of 
three men, who should be graduates 
ot chiropractic school, the board be- 
ine authorized to examine al! appli- 
cants for the practice of chiroprac- 
tics in the state. It sought to place 
the profession of chiropractics on 
the same Jevel with the medical and 
osteopathic profession. 

The Atlanta “baby bond” bill au- 
thorizing the issuance of bonds for 
street work and paving in cities ex- 
ceeding 150,000 inhabitants without 
the consent of the voters, provided 
the issue be authorized by the vote 
of two-thirds of council, was passed. 
The bill was introduced in the house 
by Representatives Hendrix and 
Moore, of Fulton, and passed by 
that body. It is now Yready for the 
governor to sign. 

The house bill by Representative 
Jordan, of Jasper, making the stand- 
ards of cotton grading in the state 
conform to the grading standards 
given out by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, was pass- 
ed. This measure se®kg to estab- 
lish a uniform system of grading 
all over the state by requiring the 
grades of cotton to be giver sim- 
ilar terms in all parts of Georgia. 

Amendments Agreed to. 

_ The house amendments to the bill 
increasing the salaries of the jus- 
tices of the supreme court, judges 
of the courts of appeal and supe- 
rior courtS were agreed to by the 
Senate. The bill was originally 
passed by the senate to increase 
judges of the supreme court and 
court of appeals from $5,000 to $8,- 
000 a year, but was cut by the 
house to $7,000, and the judges of 
the superior courts were increased 
from $4,000 to $6,000, but cut by the 
house to $5,000. 

The house amendments to the 
amendment to the banking act by 
the senate were concurred in by the 
Serate, leaving this bill ready for 
the governor's signature. 

Representation in the legislature 
by the new counties of Lanier, 
Seminole, Brantley, Lamar -and 
Long was fixed when the senate 
passed the bill by Mr. Knight,* of 
Berrien, to this effect. 

Initiative, Referendum, Recall. 


With a view of securing its pas- 
saxe in the next legislature, a new 
“ill was introduced by Senator Kea, 
of the Sixteenth, amending the con- 
stitution so as to provide for the 
initiative, referendum and recall. 

Quite a bit of excitement 
stirred 


was 
up in the morning session 
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when Senator Fowler, of the 
Twenty-second, moved to amend 
the report of. the rules committee 
so as to put up for passage the 
house resolution commending Ad- 
miral W. S. Benson, of the U. S. N., 
and formerly of Macon, for his con- 
duct in the world war and indors- 
ing the colléction from the schoo! 
children of the state of ten cents 
each to present Admiral Benson 
with a gift. The rules committee 
had refused to ve this resolution 
a place on the Ttalendar, and the 
senate defeated Senator Fowler's 
motion to overrule the report. 
Heated attacks on the Catholic 
church and the Knights of Colum- 
bus were made by President Olive, 
who left his ‘chair to oppose the 
resolution declaring it was  pre- 
pared by Roman Catholics in the 
state, and simply a ‘political move

Atlanta, August 11.—During the past 
week the rainfall in the eastern half of the

cotton and progress was only fair. But it 
must be remembered that cotton is late 
and can even under normal conditions 
stand a good deal of rain in July and 
August and yet have time to mature a 
good crop, There is, «however, complaint 
of considerable shedding, and the condi- 
tions have favored the increased activity of 
the boll weevil. The present condition of 
cotton is better than last year in the south- 
ern half of the. state, but not in 
the northern half. Bolls are ope - 
ly in the south. The rainfall this week 
has practically made safe the corn crop, 
which, however, is considerably below nor- 
mal. Damage by army worms to corn is 
reported in several counties. Fodder pull- 
ing has been interrupted by rains. Sweet 
potatoes promise a very large yield; they 
are in excellent condition and the harvest 
fs beginnning in the south. Tobacco has 
been curing very well; harvesting is near- 
ing completion and the yield promises to 


vances in the cotton market were 
followed by a break of approxi- 
mately 1 cent a pound after the 
publication of the weekly report of 
the weather bureau today, and while 
the closing tone was firm, last 
prices showed net declines of 25 
to 70 points. December contracts 
sold off from 31.44 to 30.40, and 
closed at 30.55, compared with 31.02, 
the closing price of yesterday. 

The market showed considerable 
firmness during the earlier trad- 
ing owing to the continued better 
tone of the foreign news, higher 
Liverpool cables and continued 
rains in the south. Part of the 
buying was in anticipation that the 
weekly weather review would be 
bullish, and near months were re- 
latively firm on reporis that cotton 
was being sold out of the _ local 
stock. 

October sold up to 32.65 and 
January to 30.18 with active months 
showing net advances of about 25 to 
50 points just*>before midday. The 
weekiy report, however, proved 
much less unfavorable than expect- 
ed, being regarded as indicating 
less than the normal August de- 
terioration, and the market weak- 
ened almost immediately. The sell- 
ing became more general and ac- 
tive as prices worked off with Oc- 
tober declining to 31.62 and Janu- 
ary to 29,05. or 52 to 75 points be- 
low last night’s closing figures and 
about 103 to 113 points under the 
high level of the morning.

HEAVY SELLING MARKS 
DAY AT NEW ORLEANS | 


New Orleans, August 11.—While 
the cotton market made a rather 
pronounced show of strength in the 
first part of the session today the 
‘jJater trading brought decided weak- 
ness, the weekly crop reports from 
the government proving the big fac- 
tor of the day. They were much 
better than expected, even among 
the bear element, and were respon- 
sible for havy selling for both ac- 
counts.’ In the early trading the 
market went 26 to 47 pints higher 
than the last prices of yesterday 
from which level it fell until the 
trading months were 52 to 70 points | 
lower than yesterday's finals. Clos- 
ing prices were at net losses of 46 
to 68 points. October traded as 
high as 31.18 from which it fell to 
30.49, finally closing at 30.50. 

Continued rains in the belt were 
regarded as hiehty detrimental to 
the crop and they caused much of 
the early buying, the’ greatest 
strength coming after the posting 
of the forecast calling for general- 
ly showery weather east of the 
Mississippi river and_ cloudy to 
showery weather to. the. west. Ca- 
bles were better than due and there 
was a more cheerful feeling re- 
garding European politics, which 
helped the buying for a while. Dur- 
ing the day as a semi-monthly bu- 
reau report on e¢onditions 69 ap- 
peared, but it caused little buying. 
Later there were rumors of another 
private bureau report of 75.5 per 
cent of normal, but they came too 
late to affect the market.

Dr. Gueraro, which was robbed 
only, a few weeks ago, opened a 
window and found that the wary 
doctor had taken all cash to his 
home: next broke into another res- 
taurant and stole a ham and some 
Sardines; entered the store of J. 
H. Shearwood, who had left his 
safe open and stole $75. They then 
visited a livery stable and actually 
stole a small cart to train horses, 
using the cart to mount the-win- 
dow of the postoffice. They stole 
the safe out of the postoffice and 
carted it to the rear of A. W.

BIRMINGHAM IS HIT 
BY SUNDAY BLUE LAWS 


Birmingham, Ala., August 11.— 
Following the passage by the city 
commission of an ordinance which 
prohibits the sale of automobile 
tires ald accessories on Sunday, 
Commissioner Burruss has proposed 
another ordinance be passed provid- 
ing for enforcement of all state 
laws on Sunday observance just as 
they have stood since 1860. ; 

Mr. Burruss declared that such 
enforcement would result in the 
suspension of all business activity, 
including the operation of street 
cars, and that only drug stores 
would be permitted to remain open. 

The action ot the commission was 
the result of a campaign for opb- 
servance of the Lord’s day. Propo- 
nents of the ordinance forbidding 
the sale of tires encountered the 
opposition of physicians amd other 
automobile owners who presented a 
petition for the repeal of the legis- 
lation. The petition was denied by 
a vote of 3 to l. Mr. Burruss, who 
voted for the petition, contended 
that tire service should be allowed, 
or that the sale of oil, air, gas and 
wrecker service should also be pro- 
hibited. He then urged a strict ob- 
servance of all state laws. “Let's be 
consistent,” he said; “and enforce 
these statutes to the limit.” 

The commission has not yet taken 
any action upon his proposal,
